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IT is true, that in a Caſe of this Nature, a 
Man may if he pleaſes, refuſe to concur with 
thoſe that promote it, and may even give his 
Vote againſt it in Common-Council, without 
making any Noiſe, or troubling the Publick at 
all with his his Motives for ſo doing; but con- 
ſidering the Importance of this Deſign, the State 
in which it now ſtands, and the abſolute Neceſſ- 
ity there is, that the Publick ſhould receive fuller 
Information as to the Value, both of Leaden- 
hall and Stocks Markets, than can be had from 
your Report; the Liberty I have taken in ad- 
dreſſing to you this Epiſtle, may I preſume be 
excuſed, and the Obſervations I am going to 
make, will 1 hope receive a favourable Reading, 
ſince they flow from an honeſt Heart, and con- 
tain nothing that can be offenſive to an impartial 
Ear.

Ir is evident, that the Intent of the Com- 
mon- Council in this Referrence, was to have a 
diſtinct Account in two Things, firſt of the Place 
or Places where the Mansron Hos might 
be erected, and ſecondly a Plan or Plans of ſuch 
a Building, with an Eſtimate of the Expence. 
That nothing might impede the Enquiries of this 
Committee, there are no Bounds put to their Ex- 
pences, but they are wholly left to their own 
Diſcretion in that Point, as they are likewiſe as 
to the Time, with a View as I apprehend, to 
to have a more perfect Report. Well, after nine 
Months and upwards ſpent in conſidering, ſeeing 
Plans, making Calculations, ſurveying *

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You come and ſay, that three Places have been 
ns to you, viz. Greſham College, Leaden- 

all Market, and Stocks Market, which you fay 
ye have —_ viewed. 


As to the Firſt, you reject it almoſt in as 


few Words as you mention it. I will beg Leave 


to prevent Miſtakes, to tranſcribe what you ſay 
from your Report. 
And it appears to us, that by the Situation of 
* Greſham College, and the Difficulties of obtain- 
* ing it, that Place will not anſwer the intended 
Deſign: Therefore we have not cauſed an 
Plan to be taken, for any Building there.“ 
Ir may be very true, that the Situation of 
Greſham College, is improper for the erecting 
thereon a MANSION Ho us for the Lord 
Mayor, but then this Impropriety, muſt ariſc 
from Cauſes either obvious or obſcure. If they 
are obvious, it would ſurely have coſt the Com- 
mittee no great Trouble to have given an Ac- 
count of them; If they are obſcure, it was a 
a great Omiſion not to explain them. The ſame 
Reaſoning will hold as to the Difficulties objected 
in the obtaining of it. At all Events, the Re- 
port ought to have been more explicit, for when 
the Common-Council, directed the Committee to 
conſider of a proper Place, they can never be 
conceived to have expected a Report in general 
Terms, and unſupported by Reaſons. For let the 
Caſe of Greſham College be how it will, ſuch ge- 
neral Terms are dangerous and unfit; 8 
ing 
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being made for Information, to which this Short 
deciſive Way of ſpeaking, is directly oppoſite. I 
will only add on this Head, that if Greſbam College 
were abſolutely an unfit Place for ſuch a Build- 
ing, it needed not to haye been viewed; and if 
its Fitneſs, or Unfitneſs, admitted of any Diſ- 
pute, the Latter ought not te haye been deter- 
mined by Authority only. 

You go on to report the Conſequences of 
fixing on Leaden-hall Mar ket, as a proper Place, 
whereon to erect the Mans1on HOUSE 
for the Lord Mayor. I will beg Leave to repeat 
your own Words, and to intreat your Review, 
of your own Account, though this Method may 
be a little tedious, to prevent your apprehending 
any Fallacy in what J have afterwards to offer,

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Tar Report ſays farther, that there is a 
Piece of Ground within the {aid Market, granted 
by Leaſe to the City, by the Minifter of Mal- 
brook Pariſh (as I ſuppoſe) for ninety nine Years, 
at the yearly Rent of eight Pounds; It is far- 
ther ſaid, that the Farmer of the Market, 
computes the Profit thereof, at fifteen hundred 
Pounds a Year; and that it is the Opinion of 2 
Sub-Committee, that for the Sake of adding 
Regularity to the Ground, and Beauty to the 
Building, the corner Houſe next to the Poultry, 
and the two Houſes adjoining to Walbrook, ought 
to be purchaſed, but as to the Value of the ſaid 
Houſes, there is not a Word. 

FROM theſe Premiſſes, the following Con- 
eluſions are drawn in the Report. | 

„AN D we having now ſtated the Facts as 
they appear to us, humbly offer our Opinion, 
that the demoliſhing of that ſtately and profi- 
table Structure of Leaden- Hall, will be attend- 
«ed with great Difficulties and Expence.“ 

«'THrar Stocks Market is the moſt free from 
“Buildings, and contains Ground ſufficient of 
the Citys own Eſtate, for the erecting a MA x- 
*$10n Hovss ſuitable to the Honour of 
the City, and Dignity of its Chief Magiſtrate.“ 


«THAT if that be fo, there will be no ad- 


e ditional uncertain Charge of Buildings, by re- 


„ moying one Place to another; this Place may 


« be ſooner obtain d and at leſs Expence th 
the other: And therefore we are of Opinion, 
< that 
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that Stocks Market is the moſt convenient 
Place for erecting a MANSION Hovuss 
for the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor.“ 
Wu AN I objected to the Account of Gre- 
ſpam College, 1 again object to both thele Ac- 
counts, which are ſo general and ſo ſuperficial, 
that it is very difficult, if not impoſſible to make 
any Calculations from them; and therefore I 
cannot help ſaying that it is very unfair, to call 
ſuch jejune Repreſentations, ſtating of Facts, as 
it is very whimſical to talk of demoliſhing the 
ſtately Structure of Leadeu- hall, the Beauty of 
which was never be fore diſcovered; and at the 
ſame Time the Obſcuring Walbrook Church is 
omitted, though every Body knows, that the 
Dome thereof is juſtly admired, as one of the 
fineſt Things this City can boaſt of. As to the 
Matter of the two laſt Paragraphs, it is abſolute- 
ly falſe, and an illnatured Perſon would be apt 
to ſuggeſt, the preceeding looſe Accounts, were 
ſo drawn up in order to prevent every Reader 
from perceiving it. But it is Time to produce 
better Calculations, and to ſettle beyond Con- 
tradition, theſe matters of Fact. The Commit- 
tee ſay, that the Ground for building at Stocks 
Market, may be obtained at a leſs Expence than 
that at Leaden-hall: Therefore we are of Opi- 
nion, that Stocks Market is the moſt convenient 
Place for erecting a Mans1on Hovse. 
The Concluſion would be certainly right, were 
the Premiſſes but true, but there lyes the 
rake 
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take; for the coming at the Ground at Stocks 
Market, will come to ſome what more than five 
times as much as the procuring the ſame Quan- 
tity of Ground at Leadeu- hall, ſo that four 
fifths of the Money will be abſolutely thown a= 
way, which as neither the Common-Council, nor 
the Committee could ever intend; if I prove 
what I affert it will follow: That building at 
Stocks Market, will not be preferr'd to building 
at Leaden- hall; and I hope when this Point is 
carried, it may not be thought unworthy of 
Conſideration, whether ſome Place may not be 
found cheaper ev'en than Leadeu- hall; for the 
Preſent, however let us ſee what Proportion 
there is between the Piece of Ground there and 
at Stocks Mar let, which will fully appear from 
the following Accounts.

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Ground, becauſe being nearly of the fame Extent 
in both Places, they cannot apprehend, how it 
ſhould be worth more in one Place than ancther, 
Strange indeed! Is the ſame Quantity of Ground 
in Moorfields, and at the Royal- Exchange of e- 
qual worth? No! But how do we compute the 
Difference? by inquiring into the Rents. And 
how came the Committee to be informed of the 
Difference here? Why by the Method afore- 
mentioned. How came they to diftruſt it? 
They dont tell us. This is Reporting in the ve- 
ry literal Sence of the Word. The Order of 
Referrence, directs that Plans ſhould be procur- 
ed for whom ? Surely tor the Common-Council. 
The Report ſays they are ready, this is ſome- 
thing like a direct Anſwer, but it is not abſolut- 
ly ſo. As to the Expences of the Building, 
which ſurely was as neceſſary a Point as either 
Places or Plans, there is not any Eftimate given 
at all. And why? becauſe fay the Committee, 
the Place and the Plan muſt firſt be ſetled. In 
the firſt Place its hard to ſee the Connection be- 
tween the Premiſſes and their Concluſion.

And 
in order to eaſe the City in the Payment of that 
Annuity, there was further granted to it among 
other Aids, 4 Duty of Six-pence fer Chaldron 
upon-.Coals, from the Year 1700, to the Year 
1750, ſo that this Aid which brings in dear 20000. 
Ter Aunum, will then be loſt to the City, though 
all ber Eſtate ſtands charged with the J ayment

beg I caye Sir to conclude this Jetter as I 
began it, with affuring you, neither Party, nor 
Picque, Hope, or Fear, Intereſt, or Affection, 
have any thing to do with this Addreſs, but I 
write meerly from a Senſe of my Duty, and in 
order to prevent the City from falling into a very 
dangerous Miſtake.

I prefer Leaden-hall meerly be- 
cauſe the chooſing it, would be attended with 
leſs Inconvenience and Expence, and I ſhould 
be heartily Glad to hear ſome new Place pro- 
poſed, which would unite our Opinions in 'its 
Favour, and oblige us from the Force of Rea- 
fon to prefer it to both.
